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CAMPAIGN  BRINKS  ON  $1000,000 

The  Presbyterian  College  development  pi'ogram  stands  right  on 
the  brink  of  $1,000,000  after  the  conclusion  of  a  successful  campaign 
in   Piedmont   Presbytery. 

President  Marshall  W.  Brown  announced  that  $997,702  has  been 
subscribed  to  PC  during  the  past  18  months.  Scattered  returns  during 
the  next  few  weeks  are  expected  to  push  this  total  over  the  $1,000,000 
mark. 

The  Diamond  Jubilee  development  program,  conducted  among 
friends  of  the  controlling  Synods  


of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina 
and  among  alumni  beyond  the 
bounds  of  these  two  states,  was 
launched  with  a  maximum  goal 
of  $750,000.  President  Brown 
said  the  tremendous  response 
which  enabled  the  program  to 
exceed  by  one-fourth  its  original 
objective  is  a  source  of  inspira- 
tion  to   Presbyterian   College. 

Piedmont  Presbytery,  the  final 
region  within  the  two  synods  to 
conduct  a  drive,  completed  its 
active  campaigning  with  a  total 
of  $45,250.90  from  495  subscrip- 
tions. This  represents  almost  100 
percent  achievement  of  the  $49,- 
500  goal,  and  efforts  are  being 
continued  there  to  reach  this 
objective. 

Douglas  McDougald  and  the 
Rev.  W.  McLeod  Frampton,  both 
of  Anderson,  S.  C,  served  as  co- 
chairmen  of  the  Piedmont  drive. 
The  Anderson  First  Presbyterian 
Church,   under  the  Rev.  Richard 


T.  Gillespie,  set  the  pace  for  the 
region  by  producing  $13,129  on 
124  gifts  for  174.4  percent  of  its 
quota.  Little  Midway  Church 
came  next  in  total  amount  and 
was  first  percentage-wise  with 
$11,820  on  52  gifts  for  675  per- 
cent. 

Other  churches  of  this  region 
to  achieve  their  quotas  of  $10  per 
communicant  were:  Henry  Belk 
Church,  $1,640  on  19  gifts  for 
197.6  percent;  Pendleton  Church, 
$1,626  on  33  gifts  for  120.5  per- 
cent; and  Easley  Church  $2,210 
on  9  subscriptions  for  100  per- 
cent. 

A  breakdown  of  the  $997,702 
development  total  shows  $904,- 
422  subscribed  by  6,900  Presbyte- 
rian friends  and  alumni  and 
$93,280  given  by  foundations. 

President  Brown  pointed  out 
that  these  funds  will  be  used  to 
add  a  new  student  center  and  a 
chapel-auditorium  to  the  Pres- 
byterian College  plant  and  to 
increase  endowment.  Bids  are 
scheduled  to  be  taken  on  the 
student  center  next  month. 


Church  Groups  Meet  At  PC  This  Summer 

Five  Presbyterian  church  groups  and  a  boy  scout  council  are 
scheduled  to  hold  conferences  at  Presbyterian  College   this  summer.

The  South  Carolina  Synod 
Senior  High  Leadership  School, 
another  regular  part  of  the  PC 
summer  schedule,  will  open  the 
calendar  of  events  on  June  10-15. 
Two  Presbyteries  also  will  hold 
their  senior  high  conferences 
here:  Congaree,  on  July  1-6;  and 
Charleston,  on  July  8-13. 

Then,  women  of  Georgia  will 
join  those  of  South  Carolina  in 
a  joint  enterprise  which  returns 
to  Presbyterian  College  for  the 
third  straight  year.  It  is  the 
Area  Laboratory  School  for 
training  Sunday  school  teachers, 
set   for  July   14-20. 

And  boy  scouts  of  the  Blue 
Ridge  (S.  C.)  Council  will  return 
again  this  summer  for  a  three- 
day  assembly  on  August  16-18.

Another  $10,000  gift  to  Presbyterian  College  was  announced  today 
by  President  Marshall  W.  Brown. 

It  establishes  the  Albert  Moorhead  Scholarship,  a  gift  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Albert  Moorhead  of  Ander-  


son,  S.  C. 

The  Crown  Oil  Company  dis- 
tributor for  that  region,  Moor- 
head has  been  a  liberal  supporter 
of  religious  and  civic  activities 
there,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Midway  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  established  the  scholarship  at 
PC  in  connection  with  the  devel- 
opment campaign  which  has  just 
raised  $45,250  for  Presbyterian 
College   in  Piedmont  Presbytery. 

President  Brown  pointed  out 
that     this     contribution     is     the 


fourth  $10,000  gift  made  to  PC 
during  the  development  pro- 
gram. Others  were  from  J.  M. 
Wilson,  Sr.,  and  sons  of  Fayette- 
ville,  N.  C,  Graham  Reynolds 
of  Trenton,  S.  C,  and  Henry  K.

Dr.  Brown  said  that  the  gen- 
erosity of  these  men  and  of 
thousands  of  other  men  and 
women  who  contributed  varying 
amounts  to  the  program  enabled 
PC  to  complete  its  most  success- 
ful fund-raising  campaign  in 
history.
